Gov. Nelson on f he Tax Outlook 


Gov. Nelson says it is now too late for 


the legislature to receive the recommenda- 
tions of his blue ribbon citizens' committee 
on tax revision and to act on those recom- 
mendations at the upcoming session of the 
legislature in November. He says he will 
recommend some sort of a stopgap income 
tax to provide $30 millions more or less for 
the second year budget deficit. 


The situation as it stands gives the gov- 


ernor an opportunity to do a little dicker- 
ing with the legislature through his process 
of thinking aloud. While the legislature 
only last summer turned down the gover- 
nor's proposal for withholding state income 
taxes, the governor now muses that he 
might recommend withholding again as a 
possible way to meet the deficit. While he 
has not decided definitely on the alterna- 
tive to be offered the legislature such as an 
increase in the rates along the entire scale, 
increased exemptions and a possible surtax 
reduction, he has indicated that he is op- 
posed to covering the deficit by a boost in 
the surtax on personal incomes. Whatever 
is proposed later, the effect of his recent 
statement is to put the members of the leg- 
islature- on notice that they must accept 
the withholding tax or a boost in income 
taxes to produce some $30 millions. 


The governor is quite sure, he says, that 


Wisconsin will one day have a withholding 
tax system. But it may be noted if such a 
scheme should be installed now as a stop- 
gap measure, it would surely become a 
permanent part of our tax system. There 
are obvious difficulties to the installation of 
a withholding tax system and one of the 
most objectionable features is that it calls 
for double taxation for at least a part of 
the first year it is in operation. 


During the recent session of the legis- 


lature the governor attempted to sell this 
withholding scheme to the people with the 
suggestion that the $88 million windfall re- 
ceived through double taxation be divided 
— $24 millions to the state for capital con- 
struction projects and $64 millions to the 
municipalities for their use and the possi- 
ble reduction of property taxes. The situa- 
tion is now somewhat different but presum- 
ably the, governor would suggest that the 


state take about $30 millions and the mu- 
nicipalities the rest and thus the legislature 
could get by without increasing taxes ex- 
cept through the windfall levy. 


The governor has said repeatedly that 


the withholding system is the only logical 
and efficient means of collecting income 
taxes. He claims it is necessary for the 
state to have this system in order to 
collect 
from $1 million 
to 
$4 
mil- 


lions per year which, he says is not 
now being paid to the state. How- 
ever, the governor's claim has not been 
supported by the experts of the tax depart- 
ment where it is held that the Wisconsin in? 
come tax collection system is so efficient 
that the increased amount of tax collected 
actually would be no more than the cost 
of collecting it. 


The objections to the 
withholding 


scheme, aside from the double taxation fea- 
ture, are that it treats adult taxpayers like 
children and that it makes it much easier 
for legislatures to increase income tax 
levies in the future. Responsible people are 
required to pay their bills at stated inter- 
vals and they are entitled to the use of 
their money to their own advantage until 
the bill comes due. In refusing the people 
this privilege and by inference accusing 
them of the irresponsibility of being un- 
able to save a little money for tax purposes, 
the people are deprived of liberty and re- 
lieved of a duty. 


Money taken from the paychecks by 


employers is money .the person earning it 
never sees. Soon he comes to regard it 
as not a part of his wages at all but a pay- 
ment the employer makes directly to the 
state. Thus the citizen and taxpayer loses 
interest in the amount of taxes being levied 
against him. He bargains with the employ- 
er for a certain amount of take-home pay 
and his income tax is paid by the employer. 
Soon there is a complete or almost com- 
plete lack of interest in spending by gov- 
ernment agencies and therein, we think, 
lies the greatest evil of the withholding 
tax. It is on those grounds that the tax was 
opposed and defeated in the last legisla- 
ture, and whatever opposition there is to 
it in the future likewise will be on those 
grounds. 


In Defense of the Private Schoo I 


A group of educators at Columbia uni- 


versity recently denounced private schools 
in the United States as wasteful and undem- 
ocratic. They echoed an unfortunate state- 
ment made more than 10 years ago by Dr. 
James Conant who has since done a great 
deal to strengthen the academic status of 
the public schools. But those who made the 
charges against private schools neglected to 
look below the surface and may be re- 
flecting a jealousy that is unworthy of the 
public school advocates. 


Attendance at private schools has 


jumped 140 per cent in 20 years as com- 
pared to 42 per cent for the public schools. 
The figures come for a variety of reasons 
including a renewed effort by churches for 
parochial education, a wider economic 
spread which permits more parents to pay 
private school tuitions, and the integration 
and violence in southern schools.-It also 
has come from a dissatisfaction 
with 


some public schools and as part of the na- 
tional trend, now apparently abating, of 
parents to slough off their responsibilities 
to some other agency. 


As far as the public schools are con- 


cerned, these reasons also have caused some 
changes. As educators have demanded 
more of the student's time, parents have de- 
manded more of the schools in the way of 
extracurricular activities. But as more and 
more youngsters aimed at college, public 
schools have been forced to tighten up 
curricula and some parents have come to

realize that the role of the public school is 
education and not as the moral, social and 
religious arbiter of a student's life. 


If'the trend toward more attendance at 


private schools had followed the pattern in 
some parts of the east and south and to 
some extent in England with the real em- 
phasis upon social status, the growth would 
be extremely unhealthy. Of course, some 
parents are more concerned with this as- 
pect than with any other. But the tremen- 
dous jump in the number of students go- 
ing on to college has halted the temporary 
move of the public school away from the 
purely vocational or general curriculum 
with a renewed emphasis upon diversity 
in the public school depending upon the 
aims and intellectual capacities of the 
youngster. As long as .this continues, a 
growth in private school attendance is 
healthy as reaffirming the parental right 
to be basically responsible for a child's 
education. In a way it was a shrugging off 
of this right and responsibility that led 
both.to a decline in academic standing in 
the public schools and criticism of some 
private schools as merely reformatories on 
an elaborate scale. 


The private schools may be wasteful as 


far as the tax dollar is concerned but they 
provide a religious, a social and, in some 
areas, an intellectual role which the public 
schools cannot always maintain. But, more 
important, they are a means to the diversi- 
ty which is one of the main strengths of 
the American life. 


There should no longer be much doubt 


about Fidel Castro's failure to even attempt 
to institute democratic procedures in Cuba. 
As oppression, hunger and incipient rebel- 
lion increase at home, there will be moves 
to take the minds of the people off their 
domestic problems by emphasizing a 
cause libre elsewhere. The United States 
has looked foolish and weak in the past 
when it has supplied weapons and other 
means of waging war to dictators trying to 
quell revolts. If it stands by and quietly al- 
lows other nations to take over the military 
pump priming it will be shirking a respon- 
sibility, whatever the Latin American peo- 
ples feel about U. S. paternalism. 


If there is going to be constant rebel- 


lion and warfare in the Caribbean, the least 
we can do is try to ensure that the battles 
will be fought with relatively primitive 
weapons. This is power politics without a 
doubt, but a jet-propelled war in the Carib- 
bean could explode into a nuclear one and 
that we cannot risk.

Capt. Webb explained his 


plans to the reporter: "I in- 
tend to enter a boat at 4 o'- 
clock and have a boastman 
row me as far as he can. 


He told the reporter, too, 


that his wife knew of his inten- 
tions but that she probably 
did not realize how dangerous 
his mission would be. He said 
also that he was receiving no 
remuneration for the attempt 
and that he wanted to do it be- 
cause nobody had tried it be- 
fore. 


The appalling roar of the 


waters below the falls was 
enough to frighten many a 
visitor who simply looked at 
it and heard the deafening 
thunder. It was unthinkable 
that a man could live in 
such wild waters.
